that he was dying General W allace 
was perfectly calm and his last words 
were

of cheer

family. 
Bidding them 
farewell, 
he said: 
“I am 
ready to 
meet my Maker,” and lapsed into un­ 
consciousness from which he did not 
recover.

the 
scene when death came was touching 
in the extreme. 
Dr. 
Ristine said 
that the 
direct 
cause of the general’s death was ex­ 
haustion resulting from starvation. All 
nourishment for weeks had been given 
by hypodermic. 
The general’s health 
began to fail two years ago. 
Ile had 
been an inveterate 
smoker and this 
was ascribed as the cause for his ill­ 
ness primarily. 
He gave us the habit, 
however, and lent every 
aid to the 
skilled specialists that 
were called. 
He failed slowly, but surely, and three 
months 
ago 
his condition 
became 
alarming. 
He rarely 
left his home 
and the last time he was on the streets 
was no No. 4 when he witnessed the 
football gam e between 
W abash and 
Indiana universities. 
Soon 
after he 
was confined to his bed and since that 
time he sat up only a few hours each 
day. 
A week ago it became known he 
was sinking rapidly.

seventy-eight years. 
The health *>f General W allace has 
been waning for 
several years and 
for months, despite the efforts of the 
family to keep the public in ignorance 
of his true condition, it has been gen­ 
erally known that his 
vigorous con­ 
stitution could not much longer with­ 
stand the ravages of a w asting dis­ 
ease. 
For more than a year he has been 
unable to properly assimilate food, and 
this, together with his extrem e age, 
made more difficult his fight against 
death. 
At no time has he ever con­ 
fessed his belief that the end was near, 
and his 
rugged constitution 
and re­ 
markable vitality have 
been 
sible for prolonging 
his life 
months. 
The death 
bed scene was 
calmness. 
Besides his physician, only 
his wife, his son, 
Henry W allace of 
Indianapolis and Mrs. W allace were 
present. 
Two grandchildren, although 
in the house, were not admitted to the 
room. 
W hen told by 
his physician 
that he was dying General W allace 
was perfectly calm and his last words 
were 
expressions 
of cheer 
to 
his 
grief-stricken 
family. 
Bidding them 
farewell, 
he said: 
‘‘I am 
ready to 
meet my Maker,” and lapsed into un­ 
consciousness from which he did not 
recover. 


Life Was Fast Ebbing Away. 


The 
famous 
patient’s 
condition, 
which had 
been precarious 
for the 
past three months, became suddenly 
worse in the evening. 
At 7:30,o'clock 
Dr. W arren H. Ristine, who has been 
his physician for years, was hurriedly 
called. 
His first glance told him that 
life was fast ebbing away. 
Stimulants were applied, and every­ 
thing possible done in an effort to pro­ 
long his life, but Ihe case was hope­ 
less. 
The general remained conscious 
almost to the last. 
The rem arkable 
love that existed 
between General Wallace and his wife 
was displayed in all of its intensity. 
Refusing to believe the companion of 
her life was to be thus taken from her, 
Mrs. W allace clung to her husband in 
heart-breaking 
sorrow. 
The 
dying 
man proved again his cou rage by try­ 
ing in his feeble way to console her. 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry W allace were 
grief-stricken. 
Both joined in trying 
to 
comfort Mrs. 
Wallace, and 
the 
scene when death came was touching 
In the extreme. 
Dr. 
Ristine said 
that the 
direct 
cause of the general’s death was ex­ 
haustion resulting from starvation. All 
nourishm ent for weeks had been given 
by hypodermic. 
The general’s health 
began to fail two years ago. 
He had 
been an inveterate 
smoker and this 
was ascribed as the cause for his ill­ 
ness primarily. 
He gave us the habit, 
however, and lent every 
aid to the 
skilled specialists that 
were called. 
He failed slowly, hut surely, and three 
months 
ago 
his condition 
became 
alRrming. 
He rarely 
left his home 
and the last time he was on the streets 
was no No. 4 when he witnessed the 
football gam e between 
W abash and 
Indiana universities. 
Soon 
after he 
was confined to his bed and since that 
time he sat up only a few hours each 
day. 
A week ago it became known he 
was sinking rapidly. 
Although the news of the city’s fa­ 
mous citizen’s death did not become 
generally known, many heard of it, 
and everyw here the profoundest sor­ 
row was manifested.

McNally of 
Boston, who already has w on world­ 
wide renown as a swim m er, will early 
In the spring sail for the old world to 
c a n y out one of the most elaborate 
sw im m ing program m es ever planned, 
say s the Boston Herald. H e will swim 
the Tiber, the He llespont and the Bos­ 
porus. 
He will swim down the Rhine 
and across the famous Lake Como in 
Switzerland, find may ngalr. attem pt 
the English channel, with the w aters of 
which he battled for over fifteen hours 
lu his swim of seven years ago. 
B ut It Is to prove that the supposed­ 
ly great Kwims th a t have come down 
to us In fable and history are easy of 
achievem ent by the athlete of today 
th a t Mr. McNally propose* to m ake his 
present Journey, to dem onstrate th at 
the feats perform ed in m idw inter at 
some baths in B.*uth Boston are lull- 
ultely greater th an those attributed to 
either In or Ix*ander In the Bosporus 
1 or Hellespont or to the feats of other* 
whose names have come dow n through 
j the ages.

To prove that modern athletics nre 
superior to those of old, th a t the won­ 
ders of mythology are the common­ 
places of today, Peter S. McNally of 
Boston, w ho already has won world­ 
wide renow n as a sw im m er, will early 
In the spring sail for the old world to 
carry out one of the most elaborate 
sw im m ing programm es ever planned, 
says the Boston Herald. Ile will swim 
the Tiber, the Hellespont and the Bos­ 
porus. 
He will swim dow n the Rhine 
and across the famous Lake Como In 
Sw itzerland, and m ay again attempt 
the English channel, w ith th e w aters of 
which he battled for over fifteen hours 
in his swim of seven years ago. 
B ut It is to prove that the supposed­ 
ly great swims that have come down 
to us In fable and history are easy of 
achievem ent by the ath lete of today 
Unit Mr. McNally proposes to make Ills 
present Journey, to dem onstrate that 
the feats performed In m idw inter at 
some baths Iii South Boston are infi­ 
nitely greater than those attributed to 
either lo or Leander In the Bosporus 
or Hellespont or to the feats of others 
whose names have come dow n through 
the ages. 
Mr. McNally Intends to sw im the riv­ 
er Tiber at the point w here stood the 
bridge made famous by H oratius; but, 
instead of merely sw im m ing across the 
river, he proposes to cross and recross 
w itho ut stopping, then continue down 
tow ard the sea to Ostium, w hich is six­ 
teen miles from Home. Ills next swim 
will lie the Dardanelles, or Hellespont, 
between Leslie and Abydos, where oc­ 
curred the tragedy of H ero and Lean­ 
der. 
The story of Leander swimming 
the Hellespont nightly to meet his mis­ 
tress, Hero, who set out a blazing torch 
to guide him, was for centuries looked 
upon as fabulous and th e feat consid­ 
ered impossible till Lord Byron proved 
I its possibility by perform ing It himself. 
T he distance in the narrow est part is 
alm ost a mile, and there is a constant 
current setting out from the sea of 
M arm ora into tin* archipelago. 
Since 
Byron's time the feat is said to have 
been performed by others, but It has 
alw ay s been a test of strength and skill 
since the story was first told how Lean­ 
der lost Ills life when the tempest came 
up, and Hero, on hearing of his death. 
c ast herself into the sea and perished. 
Those who have previously swam the 
Ice cold waters of the Hellespont, with 
Its sw ift running currents, have con­ 
tented themselves by following the al­ 
leged course of 
L eander and 
Lord 
Byron. 
Mr. McNally proposes to show 
th a t this Is child’s play to the modern 
sw im m er by crossing and recrossing. 
then continuing several miles down tile 
stream , when lie will have Asia on one 
side of him and Europe on the other. 
until he reaches the w idest part, which 
is about four miles. 
At this point he 
will cross and recross the stream, and 
lf he Is able to do all this the edge will 
be taken off one of th e prettiest stories 
m ythology has given us. 
Mr. McNally claim s to be able to 
find the course on th e Bosporus which 
th e mythological c h aracter lo is said to 
have taken after she w as turned Into 
a cow by Jupiter because of the Jeal­ 
ousy of Juno, his wife. 
It will be re­ 
membered that when lo escaped from 
Argus, who had been placed as a watch 
over her, she, still in th e form of a 
cow, sw am the Ionian sea, which took 
its nam e from her, then roamed over 
th e plains of Illyria, ascended Mount 
Ilaem us 
and 
crossed 
the 
Thracian 
strait, w hich from th a t tim e wats known 
as the Bosporus, or cow bearer. 
Mr. McNally’s present plans do not 
Include any of the sw im s taken by lo 
except th a t across the Bosporus, which 
ho considers the most Interesting. 
Ills 
next swim will be the Suez canal, 
which he will cross and recross, and, 
although the distance between Asia 
and Africa at this point is not very 
great, from the view point of the m od­ 
ern sw im m er the canal offers dangers 
which should m ake the swim one of 
the most thrilling in Mr. McNally’s pro­ 
gramme. 
In attem pting to m ore than duplicate 
all the famous sw im s of history Mr 
McNally will swim the great testing 
pool for swimmers. 
Lake Como, In 
Switzerland. 
Ixird Byron is said to 
have performed this feat and several 
others since, Including at least one oth 
er Boston man, Dr. Du Blots, form er 
naval 
officer 
and 
champion 
heavy 
sw ordsm an. 
The lake, fed by m oun­ 
tain streams, Is one of the coldest 
bodies of water on earth, and it Is in 
preparation for such sw im s as this th a t 
Mr. McNally has been spending his 
tim e on cakes of lee and in the w ater 
off South Boston during the past few 
weeks. 
A fifty mile swim down the beautiful 
Rhine, starting from Frankfort or Co­ 
logne, will also be attem pted by the 
Boston athlete, and he has several oth 
j ors in prospect about which ho is not 
prepared to talk at present. 
“ I am confident th a t I will be able to 
do nil that I have planned.’’ said Mr 
McNally when discussing his proposed 
trip. 
“ In many of these swims the 
m atter of distance will probably not be 
nil Important, for it seems Incredible 
In view of what has been done by mod 
e m swimmers, that the feat of L ean ­ 
der, for instance, should have been con­ 
sidered at all extraordinary. 
I expect 
to leave Boston the latter pnrt of May 
and accomplish all I have planned be­ 
fore I return.”

A m bassador Horace P o rte r has some 
reason to believe th a t he has at last 
discovered the remains of John Paul 
Jones, the heroic Am erican sailor, says 
a W ashington dispatch to tile New 
York Tribune. 
About four years ago 
he received evidence th a t the body of 
John Paul Jones, w ho died In Paris, 
had been buried in a small urban cem ­ 
etery, b u t a search for this cemetery 
disclosed the fact th a t it had been 
abandoned early In the last century 
and th a t its site w as covered with 
buildings, leaving little hope that any 
rem ains buried there could be found. 
These facts were reported to the state 
dep artm en t at the time, and there the 
m atter has rested until recently. 
Not long ago, however, Mr. Porter 
came Into possession of some additional 
inform ation which w a rra n te d at least 
the hope th a t the sailor’s skeleton was 
not removed when the buildings were 
erected aud that It now repost's be­ 
neath the foundations or w ithin the cel­ 
lar of some of the dilapidated old fiats 
which stan d on the ground once occu­ 
pied by th e cemetery. A defect in the 
clews now at hand lies in th e fact that 
they do not Indicate u n d er which par­ 
ticular building John P a u l Jones was 
buried, 
lf these clews are to be fol­ 
lowed, therefore, It will be necessary to 
demolish anyw here from one to a half 
dozen buildings. 
T he coffin may be 
found at the first excavation or It may 
be necessary to turn over th e whole site 
of the ancient cemetery. 
It has been suggested th a t even if 
rem ains were found In tho work of ex­ 
cavation It would not be possible to 
Identify them after this lnpse of time 
as those of John Paul Jones. 
Mr. Por­ 
ter, however, thinks otherw ise, point­ 
ing out that the A m erican sailor w as 
burled In a lend coffin—an unusual 
m eans of burial at th a t date, aud one 
likely to preserve the body In fair con­ 
dition for an Indefinite period of time. 
It Is tru e th a t Jones, by bequeathing to 
friends 
and 
im m ediate 
attendants 
upon lits deathbed his sw ord, his m ed­ 
als and Jewelry, which otherw ise would 
have been found in his coffin, added 
to the difficulty of identification. 
But 
Mr. Po rter f(*els th a t the hermetically 
sealed coffin, if found, will still contain 
sufficient evidence for purposes of iden­ 
tification. 
T h e am bassador 
has suggested to 
the president th a t to defray the cost 
of searching for the rem ains of John 
Paul Jones congress be asked to appro­ 
priate a fund of $35,000, and tile presi­ 
dent, It is believed, will approve this 
recommendation. 
It is contemplated. 
In th e event the search is successful, 
th a t the remains shall be placed on a 
U nited States w arship and brought to 
W ashington, to be buried in the Na­ 
tional cemetery at Arlington, after ap­ 
propriate ceremonies.

C U L T U R E FOR T H E POOR. 


W . T . S t e a d ’* I d e a o f a n E n d o w e d 
T h e a t e r F o r U n f o r t u n a t e Cia**. 
W. T. Stead, who is fifty-four, never 
saw' a performance in a theater until 
this winter, says a special cable dis­ 
patch from London to the New York 
A m erican and Journal. 
Now he be­ 
lieves the theater ought to be made an 
agency for the spread of culture and 
civilization. H e favors a state endowed 
theater. 
T he famous editor gav e Ills im pres­ 
sions of the theater, speaking as a tyro, 
to a club of th eater goers. Ile said he 
believed in the ideal theater, whose suc­ 
cess would depend upon these condi­ 
tions: 


T h o c rea tio n of a f e llo w s h ip of th e t h e a ­ 
te r to c o rre sp o n d w ith t h e m e m b e rs h ip o f 
a c h u rc h . 
F r e e p e rfo rm a n c e s a t le a s t once a w eek. 
A six p e n n y g a lle ry a n d sh illin g pit, all 
p la c e s to be booked in a d v a n c e . 
T h e p ro d u c tio n o f th e b e s t w o rk s of th e 
w o r l d ’s b est d r a m a ti s ts . 
Mr. Stead appealed to four classes of 
th e a te r goers for tile endow m ent of his 
ideal theater—royalty, aristocracy, plu­ 
tocracy and journalists. 
Arguing th a t 
th e theater is now for the classes and 
not the musses, Mr. Stead said: 
“T he theater a t present is one of the 
perquisites of the middle classes. 
It 
oug ht to be tin* com m on inheritance of 
th e whole people. O ne of the signs of 
th e advent of a new era would lie th a t 
th e poor would hav e th e th eater opened 
to them. 
“ W hen I think of w h a t the theater 
could do as an agency of culture and 
civilization and w hen I see this m isera­ 
ble derelict vessel, w hich m ight have 
been a veritable ark In which religion, 
m orality and a rt m ight have found ref­ 
uge, converted into a mere hau nt of 
selfish folk, intent solely upon ‘passing 
th e time,’ my h e a rt burns hot w ithin 
m e and I could alm ost w eep over such 
abom inable neglect, such absolute sac­ 
rilege. 
“ I have not found the theater an 
abom inable thing. 
It is the good side 
of the theater th a t m akes me sad, be­ 
cause the b etter th e play the more 
monstrously w icked it is to confine it to 
th e handful who alone can afford to 
pay th e modern prices. 
“T he poor ought to have the theater 
opened to them. 
Is it to be believed 
th a t out of our rich play loving popula­ 
tion there lire not those with sufficient 
of the enthusiasm of self sacrifice to 
raise w hatever m oney is necessary to 
establish at least one ideal experim ent­ 
al theater?"

PAUL JO N E S ’ BONES. 


Atnhnnnndor Port«*r I le lle v e » He M ax 
Tie A b l e to Fln#l T h e i r Itu r la l I'lnee. 
A m bassador Horace P o rte r has some 
reason to believe th a t lie has at last 
discovered ttie remains of John Paul 
Jones, the heroic A m erican sailor, says 
a W ashington dispatch to the New 
York Tribune. 
About four years ago 
he received evidence th a t th e body of 
John Paul Jom*s, who died In Paris, 
had been buried In a small urban cem ­ 
etery, but a search for this cemetery 
disclosed the fact th a t it had been 
abandoned early in the Inst century 
and th a t its site w as covered with 
buildings, leaving little hope that any 
rem ains buried there could be found. 
These facts were reported to the state 
d ep artm en t at the time, and there the 
m a tte r has rested until recently. 
Not long ago, however, Mr. Porter 
cam e into possession of some additional 
Inform ation which w a rra n te d at least 
the hope that the sailor’s skeleton was 
not removed when the buildings were 
erected and that it now reposes be­ 
neath the foundations or w ithin the cel­ 
lar of some of the dilapidated old fiats 
which stan d on the ground once occu­ 
pied by th e cemetery. A defect In the 
clews now at hand lies in th e fact that 
they do not indicate under which par­ 
ticular building John Paul Jones was 
buried. 
If these clews are to be fol­ 
lowed, therefore, It will tie necessary to 
demolish anyw here from one to a half 
dozen buildings. 
T he coffin may be 
found a t the first excavation or It may 
be necessary to turn over ttie whole site 
of ttie ancient cemetery. 
It lias been suggested th a t even if 
rem ains were found In tho work of ex­ 
cavation It would not be possible to 
Identify them after this lapse of time 
as those of John Paul Jones. 
Mr. Por­ 
ter, however, thinks otherw ise, point­ 
ing out th at the A m erican sailor w as 
burled In a lead coifin—an unusual 
m eans of burial at th a t date, and one 
likely to preserve the body in fair con­ 
dition for an Indefinite period of time. 
It Is tru e th a t Jones, by bequeathing to 
friends 
and 
im m ediate 
attendants 
upon ids deathbed Ids sw ord, his m ed­ 
als and jewelry, which otherw ise would 
have been found In his coffin, added 
to the difficulty of identification. 
But 
Mr. P orter feels th a t the hermetically 
sealed coffin, if found, will still contain 
sufficient evidence for purposes of iden­ 
tification. 
T he am bassador 
has suggested to 
ttie president th a t to defray the cost 
of searching for ttie rem ains of John 
P au l Jones congress be asked to appro­ 
p riate a fund of $35,000, and the presi­ 
dent, it is believed, will approve this 
recommendation. 
It is contemplated, 
in th e event the search is successful, 
th a t the remains shall be placed on a 
F n ltM States w arship and brought to 
W ashington, to he buried in the Na­ 
tional cemetery at Arlington, after ap­ 
propriate ceremonies.

not th e musses, Mr. Stead said: 
“T he theater a t p resent Is one of the 
perquisites of th e m iddle classes.

“ I have not found the theater an 
abom inable thing. 
It is the good side 
of the theater th a t m akes me sad, be­ 
cause the better th e play the more 
monstrously wicked It Is to confine it to 
the handful who alone can afford to 
pay th e modern prices. 
“T he poor ought to have the theater 
opened to them. 
Is It to be believed 
th a t out of our rich play loving popula­ 
tion there are not those with sufficient 
of the enthusiasm of self sacrifice to 
raise w’hatever money is necessary to 
establish at least one ideal experim ent­ 
al theater?”

The {taper, which is a small Hve column, 
four page sheet, contains a complete and 
detailed account of the funeral of the 
Father of his Country, giving the names 
of the pall bearers, etc. 
There arc many other 
interesting 
things in the paper. 
It contains the ad 
dress from President Adams to congress 
at the opening of the session. 
1 his is a 
brief paper and would occupy less than 
a column in T h e D ispa tc h, and l>oars 
little resemblance to its descendant of 
the present day. 
It also contains a re 
ply to the address, which was delivered 
by a committee which went to the presi 
dent's house to deliver it. 
If the \\ hite 
house was in existence then it was not 
so named. 
It also contains the English account 
of the Battle of Zurich, taken from 
London paper of Oct. 20th previous.

Other Interesting Features in the 


Relic of Newspaper Work of 


the Last Century. 


Probably one of tho most interesting 
relics in Brainerd is a newspaper owned 
by E. D. King. 
It is a copy of the U l­ 
ster County 
Gazette, published 
at 
Kingston, N. Y., and bearing date of 
January 4,1800. 
The paper has been in the King fami­ 
ly for four generations and was preserv­ 
ed because of being tho issue gotten out 
as a George Washington 
memorial. 
The paper, which is a small five column, 
four page sheet, contains a complete and 
detailed account of the funeral of the 
Father of his Country, giving the names 
of the pall bearers, etc. 
There are many other 
interesting 
things in tho paper. 
It contains the ad­ 
dress from President Adams to congress 
at the opening of the session. This is a 
brief paper and would occupy less than 
a column in The 
D i s p a t c h , and bears 
little resemblance to its descendant of 
the present day. 
It also contains a re­ 
ply to the address, which was delivered 
by a committee which went to the presi­ 
dent's house to deliver it. 
If the White 
house was in existence then it was not 
so named. 
It also contains the English account 
of the Battle of Zurich, taken from a 
London paper of Oct. 20th previous. 
Just think of it, news from a battle 
field 80 days old, and still called news. 
The advertising department is 
as 
unique as are the news columns. 
It 
shows human nature the same as now, 
however, and one dealer burst into verse 
in his efforts to attract trade. 
In a 
prose postscript he enumerated the arti­ 
cles he would take in payment for goods 
and among them was ashes. 
Another 
advertisement stated that the writer 
had several parcels of land in the M ilit­ 
ary Tract to sell to which he could give 
indisputable titles. 
It is of interest to 
note that the titles in the Military 
Tract are still disputed and often in 
litigation though over a century has 
passed. Another man advertised half a 
township in the Connecticut Reserve 
for sale. Still another advertised a saw 
mill and a nigger wench for sale in the 
same 
advertisement. 
Whether 
the 
wench was to furnish the power for the 
saw mill was not stated. 
Mr. King is going to have the paper 
placed under glass at his store where it 
may be seen by anyone interested. 
He 
has also a copy of memorial issue of the 
New York Herald gotten out after the 
assassination of Abraham Lincoln that 
is a curiosity of no small value were it 
not overshadowed by the older relic.

chemical gases was allowed to enter 
the vacuum. 
Whether tin* germs met 
Instant death cannot be determined un­ 
til after a post mortem, which is now 
In progress at the city laboratory’. The 
sterilizer, the first of Its kind to be 
built, Is self propelling and has a speed 
of about five miles an hour. 
The ma­ 
chine resembles a steam road grader 
somewhat In appearance and weighs 
nearly four tons.

Other Interesting Features in the 


Relic of Newspaper Work of 


the Last Century. 
Probably one ot tho most interesting 
relics in Brninerd is a newspaper owned 
by R. D. King. It is a copy of the Ul­ 
ster County 
Gazette, published at 
Kingston, N. Y., and bearing date of 
January 4,1800. 
The paper has been in the King fami­ 
ly for four generations and was preserv­ 
ed because of being tho issue gotten out 
as a George Washington memorial. 
The paper, which is a small five column, 
four page sheet, contains a complete and 
detailed account of the funeral of the 
Father of his Country, giving the names 
of the pall bearers, etc. 
There are many other interesting 
things in tho paper. It contains the ad­ 
dress from President Adams to congress 
at the opening of the session. This is a 
brief paper and would occupy less than 
a column in T h e D ispa tch, and bears 
littlo resemblance to its descendant of 
the present day. It also contains a re­ 
ply to the address, which was delivered 
by a committee which w*ent to the presi­ 
dent’s house to deliver it. If the White 
house was in existence then it was not 
so named. 
It also contains the English account 
of the Rattle of Zurich, taken from a 
London paper of Oct. 20th previous. 
Just think of it, news from a battle 
field 80 days old, and still called news. 
The advertising department is as 
unique as are the news columns. It 
shows human nature the same as now, 
however, and one dealer burst into verse 
in his efforts to attract trade. In a 
prose postscript he enumerated the arti­ 
cles he would take in payment for goods 
and among theru was ashes. Another 
advertisement stated that the writer 
had several parcels of land in tho Milit­ 
ary Tract to sell to which he could give 
indisputable titles. It is of interest to 
note that the titles in the Military 
Tract are still disputed and often in 
litigation though over a century has 
passed. Another man advertised half a 
township in the Connecticut Reserve 
for sale. Still another advertised a saw 
mill and a nigger wench for sale in the 
same advertisement. Whether 
the 
wench was to furnish the power for the 
saw mill was not stated. 
Mr. King is going to have the paper 
placed under glass at his store where it 
may be seen by anyone interested. He 
has also a copy of memorial issue of the 
New York Herald gotten out after the 
assassination of Abraham Lincoln that 
is a curiosity of no small value were it 
not overshadowed by the older relic.

A Grrm K lerlllier. 
San Francisco’s “bug wagon,” the 
board of health's latest enterprise aim­ 
ing toward the extinction of all forms 
of germs and dangerous bacilli, had a 
practical test, according to the Chron­ 
icle of that city. The various varie­ 
ties of germs were placed on cards and 
buried in tin* center of pillows and 
mattresses, which were placed In the 
oven or sterilizing box. Steam to the 
amount of thirty pounds’ pressure was 
turned on, and after twenty minutes 
It was withdrawn and a formation of 
chemical gases was allowed to enter 
the vacuum. Whether the germs met 
instant death cannot he determined un­ 
til after a post mortem, which is now 
In progress at the city laboratory. The 
sterilizer, the first of Its kind to be 
built, Is self propelling and has a speed 
of about five miles an hour. The ma­ 
chine resembles a steam road grader 
somewhat In appearance and weighs 
nearly four tons.

Washington, Feb. 16.—The presi­ 
dent’s message transmitting to the 
senate the new Santo Domingan pro­ 
tocol was read at an executive nession 
during the day, following the passage 
of a mass of unobjected pendón bills. 
Not more than six or seven senators 
were present. The leading feature of 
the message was that in order to main­ 
tain the Monroe doctrine It was neces­ 
sary for the United States to see that 
just claims, contracted by South and 
Central American república and those 
of the West Indies, should be paid and 
that therefore It was in the Interest of 
peace for this government to take over 
the control of the revenues in Santo 
Domingo. This subject of the Monroe 
doctrine is discussed at some length, 
especially as regards the relations of 
the United States to the republics of 
the South. In protecting these repub­ 
lics and guaranteeing their territorial 
Integrity it is said in the message to 
lie necessary also to see that just 
debts and obligations contracted by 
these republics are paid, so that for­ 
eign intervention in the affairs of such 
republics may be avoided. 
The protocol was not read at the 
executive session but was at once re­ 
ferred to the committee on foreign re­ 
lations.

Chicago Man Ends His Life. 
I .os Angeles, Gal., Fob. 16. Morris 
Rothschild, a well known racetrack 
man of Chicago, committed suicide at 
a local hotel during the day by shoot­ 
ing. He left a note saying he killed 
hlmsell because of ill health. 


Minneapolis, Feb. 16.— Emil Rov- 
ghat, a coachman employed by Dr. 
Philip Mueller, 1920 Second avenue 
south, was probably fatally shot late 
at night by three masked men who 
waylaid Dr. Mueller and his coachman 
at tne doctor’s residence. 
Dr. Mueller had been making a 
number of calls and had just returned 
to his home. There were three men 
on the porch and one of them accosted 
him.“Is this Dr. Mueller?” he asked. 
"Yea,” said the doctor. 
"Throw' up your hands!” was the 
next command and Dr. Mueller and 
his coachman obeyed the instructions 
of the three men, wrho w*ere wearing 
masks and revolvers. They proceed­ 
ed to the floor and then the doctor at­ 
tempted to use his key to open the 
lock. His wife heard him and re­ 
leased the latch from the inside. 
At that instant the coachman turned 
about and one of the men fired a shot 
which strutk him In the body just 
above the stomach. 
Revolvers were flashed in the face 
of Mrs. Mueller and she fled through 
the house, closing the doors behind 
her. A large St. Bernard dog ran 
down the stairs and one of the rob­ 
bers shot him. The animal was mor­ 
tally wounded, but he ran up stairs, 
and then Dr. Mueller and his coach­ 
man were held at bay by two of the 
men, while another, who seemed to 
be acquainted with the premises, ran­ 
sacked the upper floors. 
They secured a quantity of jewelry 
and some other valuables. 
The> then searched the pockets of 
Dr. Mueller and his wounded coach- | 
man. They took about $40 from the 
doctor and a $5 bill from the coach­ 
man and then fled to the street, where 
they appropriated Dr. Mueller’s horse ! 
and cutter and started down the ave- j 
nue. A short time later the vehicle 
and horse was discovered at Hart- j 
mann’s saloon at Fourteenth avenue i 
South and Sixth street, but the men 
were not in evidence. 
The coachman was taken to the city 
hospital, where he lies in a precarious 
condition.

St. Paul, Feb. 16. O. P Ekman of 
Roseau county would have the tenure 
of members of the house extended to 
four years, the same as members of 
the senate. A bill providing for such 
a term was introduced in the house 
Wednesday by Mr. Ekman. If the bill 
becomes a law it is to go into effect 
at once, so that state senators and 
represent!ves can be elected at the 
same time and for the same number 
of years. 
A bill likely to he resented by the 
railroads was offered by L. O. Teigen 
of Jackson, authorizing town super­ 
visors to direct railroad companies to 
build elevated crossings when in their 
judgment such are necessary. 
A measure designed to further a 
scheme of county agricultural schools 
was offered by J. T. Mannlx of Hen­ 
nepin county. As encouragement, an 
appropriation of $20.000 is provided 
and this is to be divided equally be­ 
tween the first ten consolidated rural 
schools complying with the rules as 
laid down. 


How to Obtain the Aid. 
To secure this aid, the consolidated 
school must include a territory not 
less than sixteen miles or more than 
thirty-six miles in extent, have to its 
credit a section of land not less than 
ten acres, a building of not less than 
throe rooms and include in its teach­ 
ing staff a principal, qualified to teach 
agriculture, and an assistant, whose 
knowledge of domestic economy is at­ 
tested by a certificate. 
Of the money appropriated, $lh,00b 
is to be available in 1905, and the 
other $10,000 in 1906. 
The committee on accounts and ex­ 
penditures reported a bill in accord­ 
ance with its views, after an investi­ 
gation of the state insurance commis­ 
sioner's office. It provides for the 
turning of all fees into the state treas- 
ury, a salary of $5,000 for the commis­ 
sioner and smaller salaries for his of­ 
fice help. 
Publicity of the most open kind in 
the letting and placing of contracts by 
the board of control is provided for in 
a bill introduced by M. D. Flower or' 
St. Paul 


Homesteads on State Lands. 
Homestead entries of forty acres 
each by the heads of families and resi­ 
dents of the state will he permitted, 
if the bill introduced by Andrew Miller 
of Duiuth becomes a law\ It allows 
the head of any family in the state to 
take up a homestead on state land, 
from which the timber has been re­ 
moved. on a filing fee of $5 and gives 
him actual possession on payment of 
another $5, when final proof is shown. 
Tracts taken tinder the bill are not to 
be contiguous to other lands taken up 
as homesteads. This is done to force 
colonization of the tracts in the unset­ 
tled portions of the state. 
W. B. Anderson, chairman of the 
house judiciary committee, told the 
house that, if all went well, considera­ 
tion of the revised code would be com­ 
pleted some time next week. 
John Zeleh asked to have S. F. No. 
89 substituted for his hill, H. F. No. 
122, and ihe latter indefinitely post­ 
poned. His request was acceded to. 
The bill is one providing for a new 
prison at. Stillwater. 
Full approval was given a resolution 
by J. It. Hickey asking congress to 
prevent interstate commerce in adult­ 
erated foods, medicines and liquors. 
I The reason advanced was that nation­ 
al help would make the pure food laws 
of the state the more effective.

age board anil an appropriation of 
i $150,000 to carry on the work. The 
| board is to consist of the governor, 
state auditor and secretary of state, 
and the act creating the board in­ 
cludes the amendments to the state 
drainage law decided upon by the joint 
drainage committee of the two houses. 
Senator McNamee Introduced a bill 
by which a homicide, resulting from 
| shooting with a gun or other firearm, 
by carelessness in mistaking the per- 
| son shot for a deer or other animal, is 
to be manslaughter in the first degree, 
i This measure is designed to lessen the 
number of fatalities during the hunt­ 
ing season.

Senator Pugh introduced a bill pro­ 
viding for an appropriation for the 
creation and maintenance of a naval 
reserve at Duluth. The bill appro­ 
priates $8,500. 
The senate recommended for pass- 
¡age Senator Dunn’s bill for the estab­ 
lishment of a commission to investi­ 
gate and report upon the advisability 
of establishing a state hospital for in­ 
digent, crippled and deformed children 
in Ramsey county. 
Senator Stephens' bill, giving lum­ 
ber companies the right to improve 
navigable streams used by them, un­ 
der certain conditions, was recom­ 
mended for passage.
